‘Mental’
Hospital
Vetoed

City Councilmen Tuesday
night turned thumbs down to a
proposal to build a 99-bed
“mental hygiene sanitarium™
at the southwest corner of
Hawthorne Boulevard and Em-
erald Avenue.

After lengthy debate on the
issue, councilmen learned to
their annoyance that the
would-be developers did not
have any agreement with the
owners of the surface rights of
the proposed site about build-
ing the sanitarium.

Applicants for the condi-
tional use permit were two
dentists, Richard S. Shepard
and Roger Dennis. They ex-
plained that the facility would
house “mentally confused and
disoriented patients" suffering
from senility, disease, trau-
matic brain damage, or retar-
dation who need more care
than they could receive in or-
dinary convalescent hospitals.
They stressed, however, that it
would not be a facility for
“dangerous™ persons.

Councilmen supported the
recommendation of the Plan-
ning Commission in voting de-
nial of the request. Both bodies
denied the request on the basis
of unsuitable location rather
than on the nature of the sani-
tarium.
